The <associations have much 
the same aims but differ in their 
approach. 

The Clean Air Society is more 
of an advisory board. Its con- 
stitution ‘aims at giving tech- 
nical and scientific advice on 
air pollution. 

“The Clean Air Council, how- 
ever, intends to do something 
about the problem,” Cr. H. W. 
Lee told an earlier council meet- 
ing. 

“T believe we should join both 
and get the benefits.” 

Council was told last week that 
10 complaints about offensive 
odours and dust had been_re- 
ceived during the previous fort- 
night. 

Cr. Ginifer said one of the 
most pressing complaints related 
to the dust problem from the 
Footscray City Council quarry. 

“There is a crushing plant in 
operation there and an easterly 
wind will mean that people on

The bus terminus at the 
Wimpey Estate could be a traffic 
hazard, the shire engineer, Mr.

The terminus is located in Bel- 
mar-ave., close to the intersec- 
tion of Brook Drive and near 
the front gateway of the Altona 
West Primary School.

“But becaase buses stand sta- 
tionary for considerable times 
while waiting to_ collect school 
children, a traffic hazard can 
result.””

At Leningrad we stayed in 
large ready made tents. 

We 
met our guide here who stayed 
with us and kept a very- strict 
eye_on us the whole of our stay 
in_ Russia. 

In all the cities we were taken 
to and allowed to photograph 
buildings, etc., were impressive. 
The Tsars winter palace and 
several other buildings have 
been turned into an enormous 
museum called the Hermitage 
Museum, It is beautifully decor- 
ated inside and out. 

The country to Novgorad was 
mainly swamps and marsh as 
was much of the Russian land. 

Mosquitoes there were terrible. 

We couldn't stand still a_sec- 
ond without being covered by 
them. 

Carol and I sat in the tent 
and smoked till we were nearly 
sick to try and get rid of them 
before going to bed, but as we 
could hardly breathe with the 
tent zipped up, had to pass by 
that idea. 

As no-one could sleep we left 
very early next morning. Many 
people suffered badly from after 
effects of the bites. 

The journey to Moscow was 
not very pleasant as we met up 
with our coach hanging over a 
bridge. Luckily no-one was hurt. 
We were forbidden by the police 
to travel any further without 
the passengers, so had to wait 
around for three hours while 
other transport was arranged. 

Further along the road we 
broke a windscreen, which was 
not repaired for over a week as 
we could not get any parts for 
our type of bus anywhere in 
Russia or Poland. 

Moscow is a very interesting 
city. 

As usual we were shown all 
the splendours of it, visiting em- 
bassies, cathedrals, university— 
suberb building—sports grounds, 
theatres and of course Red 
Square and the Kremlin. 

We were caught up in a pro- 
test march outside the East Ger- 
man Embassy and the street 
was lined with police by the 
hundreds. I think it was about

Last week her experiences after she left England 
and travelled through the Scandinavian countries 
were published. This week her travels commence in 


Viet Nam. Our guide wouldn't 
tell us. 

Every day thousands of people 
line up for miles to See Lenin’s 
tomb. He definitely takes the 
place of God in Russia. There 
are statues and memorials to 
him everywhere. His body is 
lying in state in a very well 
guarded tomb. 

You're not even allowed to 
blink practically while walking 
past or a guard taps you on 
the shoulder. 

I managed to get a photograph 
of Starlin’s grave, which is all 
that is left to remind the Russians 
of him. Even his headstone has 
been removed. 

Some Russians we were talk- 
ing to were very interested in 
what happened to his daughter 
as they never hear. 

1 also got a photo of the grave 
of the spaceman who was killed. 

Both are morbid-I suppose, 
but interesting as they were for- 
bidden. 

For some unknown reason we 
weren’t allowed to walk across 
Red (meaning beautiful) Square, 
but had to walk around it. 

All the land in Russia is owned 
by the government, therefore no 
fences divide various areas. 

The collective farms which are 
being established have some 
modern buildings—that is in age 
not in style—but most of the 
country homes are old timber 
shacks, many nearly falling 
down and not supposed to be 
photographed. 

In the cities and ceriain areas 
of the country are very large 
blocks of flats similar to our 
housing commission flats at 
home. 
month for rent for a three- 
reomed flat. The average wage 
is 120-180 rupees a month—that 
is about $96 to $120, 

Equal pay and equal work. 

Women are in the fields, on 
the roads, lifting, pushing, driv- 
ing, etc, exactly as the men do. 

It really is pathetic to see. 

All medicine and education is 
free and by 1980 all transport 
should be also. 

Most of the transport on the 
roads is old army trucks painted 
green-grey colour.
